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Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  ny  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
conditions  of  the  district  for  19^4* 

During  the  year  the  health  of  the  district  remains  satisfactory. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  as  supplied  by  the  Registrar- General 
was  12,5^0  compared  with  12,410  in  1963?  showing  that  during  the  year  the 
Urban  District  has  grown  in  numbers. 

There  were  189  deaths  from  all  causes,  a  death  rate  of  fifteen  per  1,000 
population,  higher  than  the  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  i#hich'was  11*3  per 
1,000  population,  68 *2%  of  deaths  occurred  in  persons  of  sixty- five  years  of 

age  and  31*7%  were  under  sixty-five.  There  were  seven  deaths  in  children  under 
one  year,  four  from  Broncho  Pneumonia,  one  Heart  Disease,  one  Intracranial 
Haemorrhage,  one  Jejunal  Atresia, 

There  were  193  live  births,  38  of  those  being  illegitimate,  giving  a  birth 
rate  of  14*2  per  1,000  population,  less  than  national  rate  which  was  18*4, 

With  regard  to  infectious  diseases,  153  cases  of  Measles  were  notified, 
one  Dysentery,  one  Food  Poisoning,  two  Acute  Pneumonia,  two  Puerperal  Pyrexia  and 
two  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 

With  regard  to  environmental  hygiene,  more  detailed  information  is  given 
in  Report,  Demolition  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  three  houses  and  one  was 
demolished,  applications  were  made  and  granted  in  respect  of  four  Discretionary 
Grants,  A  number  of  houses  remain  in  the  district  which  could  be  brought  up  to 
standard  by  means  of  these  grants. 

There  were  eighteen  Caravan  Sites  licensed  in  the  district,  the  total 
number  of  Caravans  permitted  under  such  licences  was  2,554,  Sites  were 
inspected  regularly  during  the  year. 

Food  premises  continued  to  be  visited  regularly  to  ensure  a  good  standard 
of  hygiene  is  mintained,  and  100%  meat  inspection  was  carried  out,  though  this 
meant  it  was  necessary  for  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  to  work  overtime  during 
the  evenings  to  achieve  this. 

The  water  supply  to  the  Town  is  now  under  the  control  of  the  East 
Lincolnshire  Water  Board,  This  Board  is  now  responsible  for  the  health  of  its 
personnel  and  purity  of  its  water  supplies.  The  water  is  tested  regularly  from 
various  points  within  the  district  by  the  gpban  District  Council, 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  in  the 
Department  and  the  Chief  Health ‘Inspector  and  staff  for  their  co-operation,

Another  special  feature  of  this  Nursery,  accommodation  is  provided 
daily  for  children  from  8*0  a*m,,  to  6*0*  pom*,  during  the  year  whose  Mothers 
are  temporarily  ill,  or  have  to  go  to  hospital  for  confinement  or  other 
illness*  This  arrangement  enables  the  Father  to  follow  his  normal  employment.

Training  Centre, 

A  Training  Centre  is  provided  in  the  district  by  the  Local  Health 
Authority  for  Children  excluded  from  the  School  System  under  Section  57  (3)  of 
the  Education  Act,  1944,  This  centre  provides  training  for  children  from 
Alford,  Skegnes:^  Urban  and  Spilsby  Rural  Districts,

Three  samples  of  school  milk  (included  above)  supplied  by  the  same 
dairy  company  were  found  to  contain  extraneous  water  to  the  extent  of 
31*9  per  cent,  33*3  per  cent  and  34*0  per  cent. 


Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  and  the  company  which  pleaded  guilty 
were  subject  to  fines  of  £60  for  each  offence  together  with  costs  totalling 
£15.15.  Od. 


One  sample  of  pork  sausage  was  deficient  in  meat  content  and  a  warning 
was  issued. 


A  warning  was  issued  to  the  manufacturer  of  a  sausage  which  was  the 
subject  of  complaint  by  reason  of  the  presence  of  a  hairgrip  in  the  substance 
thereof. 

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  against  the  manufacturers  of  meat 
pies  whose  premises  were  situate  at  Grimsby,  concerning  the  sale  of  meat  pies 
to  a  retailer  in  Skegness  which  were  found  to  be  mouldy  immediately  after 
delivery,  A  fine  of  £5  with  costs  of  £5.

Re-organisation  has  resulted  in  an  even  better  service  and  at  the  same  time 
effected  economies „  Income  from  salvage  has  reached  an  all  time  peak^  and  it 
is  expected  that  this  will  be  further  increased  during  19^5®  The  re-filling 

of  the  Lincoln  Road  Brick  Pit  with  refuse . has  made  good  progress  and  it  is 

expected  that  within  a  year  the  work  will  be  virtually  completed. 

Public  Abattoir, 


During  the  year  the  Council  decided  to  discontinue  the  use  of  the  existing 
abattoir  and  it  is  now  expected  that  a  new  private  abattoir  will  replace  it. 

Meat  Inspection, 

A  One  Hundred  Per  Cent  inspection  of  all  carcases  has  again  been  achieved, 
but  to  do  this  your  Inspectors  have  had  to  work  overtime  without  additional 
payment,  and  the  pressure  of  work  in  the  Department  makes  it  impracticable  to 
have  time  off  in  lieu. 

Housing, 

Further  progress  has  been  made,  and  another  three  demolition  orders  were 
served  during  the  year.  The  number  of  houses  repaired  as  a  result  of  informal 
action  is  similar  to  that  of  last  year.  Although  the  very  worst  of  the  houses 
in  multiple  occupation  have  been  dealt  with,  it  la  to  be  regretted  that  the 
department  is  unable  to  pursbe  this  work  with  the  same  vigour  as  heretofore. 

Food  Hygiene. 

The  number  of  inspections  to  food  premises  has  considerably  increased,  and 
every  effort  is  being  made  to  ensure  that  all  our  premises  are  kept  up  to  a 
satisfactory  standard. 
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Sampling 


Once  again  regular  sampling  has  enabled  me  to  ensure  that  bathing  and 
paddling  pools  are  safe,  the  sea  is  not  polluted  and  irce  cream  clean  and  safe  to 
eat,  I  would  particularly  comment  on  ice  cream,  because  out  of  thirty-four 
samples,  twenty-six  pf  them  were  Grade  I  and  this  is  a  particularly  high  standard. 
Samples  of  the  domestic  water  supply  were  taken  regularly  and  all  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

Offices  and  Shops. 

Whilst  no  full  inspections  of  premises  were  started  during  the  year,  some 
three  hundred  and  fifty  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  registration  and 
other  queries.
